- Pointing out that life:on — this 
earth would ‘be impossible without 
the countless: millions of bacteria 
which struggle for existence like hu- 
mans, Dr. Stobie explained the 
good qualities of some and the often 
fatal qualities of other forms of bac- 
teria. 

HOW THEY DIFFER 

“They differ in size, shape and col- 
or and mode of livmg”, explained 
the speaker, They are everywhere 
in alr, soil and water and they can- 
not be avoided, though many kinds 
are not enemies of man.” 

Bacteria which are working in- 
cessantly making all sorts of things 
for man,.were “deemed absolutely 
necessary to life, for the sur- 
face of the earth would 
become littered with 
gerbage, dead frees, plants and car- 
casses if it were not for the workj| 
of bacteria. — i 
THE CYCLE OF LIFE 

“There is one continual cycle of 
regeneration and degeneration from 
the basic elements to the higher com 
plex forms of vegetable and animal 
life and back again to the basic ele- 
ments, all carried on by bacferia”, 
continued the doctor. 
for bacteria oxygen, the most import 
ant constituent of atmosphere would 
become exhausted, because the sup- 
ply in the air is replenished, when 
vegetable and animal life is broken 
down sain, by the action of bac- 
teria, “Similarly, all dead grass, 
flowers, weeds are broken down to 
the basic ingredients of the soil 
from which new plants are grown.
